This note brought a spirited reply 
from Honduras, announcing that Ireno 
Salgado, the Nicaraguan refugee, was 
living in Tegucigalpa, happily engag*»d 
in trade there, while a man by the 
sam e name, a most reputable and re­ 
spected farmer, a Honduran of un­ 
questioned citizenship, lived at

Nicaragua replied that it was true 
that Colonel Juan I. Rocha, who com ­ 
manded a party »»f cavalrymen, took 
a mule near Los Manos, but r* iterat­ 
ed that the animal was not taken in 
Honduran territory.

United States, during which time the 
most searching inquiry has failed to 
shake the testim ony of the negroes 
that they did not com m it the outrage, 
w hat appears to b e the true version 
of the crime has b een secured from 
one of the discharged soldiers, w ho ad 
inits that he partially 
participated. 
The man has b een living in Galveston 
a large portion of the tim e since he 
was discharged w ithout honor from 
the military service of the nation he 
swore to serve honorab ly, and Is still 
in the city. 
According to the sta te m en t made to 
the reporters, the outrage was not pre­ 
m editated, b ut was the result of an 
alleged Injury done one of the sol­ 
diers b y a white m an in Brownsville 
ab out a half hour b efore the raid was 
made. 
The negro was struck b y the 
w hite man at a resort in Brownsville. 
T he negro, returning to the b arracks, 
seized his rifle and announced that he 
was going to kill the w hite man. 
Sev­ 
eral of the negroes promptly volun­ 
teered to go along and see the work 
well done and to wipe out old scores 
which they had against the citizens on 
account of injuries which they claim­ 
ed to have suffered. 
T he negroes re­ 
turned to the b arrac k s after commit­ 
ting the assault on 
the town, and 
m any soldiers assisted in the hurried 
cleaning of the guns for the inspection 
which followed soon after the shoot­ 
ing in the town ceased. 
Apparently 
the soldiers from only one company 
participated in the raid, although prac­ 
tically the entire b attalion knew that 
the soldiers b ad done the shooting.
